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We have raised out concerns over the PRC's transfer of 
IRBM's to Saudi Arabia with the Chinese in Washington and in 
Beijing. The Secretary raised this matter with then PRC 
Foreign Minister Wu during his visit to Washington and followed 
this up with a letter to the Foreign Minister emphasizing our 
concern both with the implications which Chinese missile 
transfers have for peace and stability in the region and the 
broader implications for international. stability of transfers 
of this class of weapons. In his letter, the Secretary called 
for a dialogue with the PRC on global missile proliferation.
